Sal- 
ary $2100. 

Bertha Paddock, office stenogra- 
pher. Salary $1640. 

Appointment is Surprise 

The appointment of Mr. Hert as 
chief trial deputy on District At- 
torney-elect Johnson’s staff came as 
@ surprise, Mr, Hert having announc- 
ed before the political campaigns 
that he would enter private practice 
at the expiration of the present term. 

Mr. Johnson will not appoint a 
fourth salaried deputy nor the spec- 
ial investigator allowed by the 
amended county ordinance, he said. 

“The new staff was. selected,” he 
said, “with a view toward complete 
success and eliminating unnecessary 
expense.” Mr. Johnson requested 
the Board of Supervisors to amend 
the ordinance before he takes office 
to provide for emergencies that 
might develop. 

“I pledged the voters impartial en- 
forcement of the law and I am con- 
fident that the deputies I have se- 
lected will enforce the law,” said 
Mr. Johnson. , 

Resident of Colton 

“M. O. Hert is a resident of Col- 
ton and has been city attorney there 
for several years. He has been the 
chief trial deputy in the district at- 
torney’s office for eight years and 
during that time has handled much 
¢ivil work of importance, and his 
ability has been provén. 

“During recent months he has had 
charge of the Ontario graft cases 
and if he left the office at the’end of 
the present year it would be almost 
compulsory to engage him as a 
special deputy in the prosecution of 
those cases in order that the iim- 
portant work he has already per- 
formed and the knowledge of those 
cases that he has gained might not 
be lost in the capacity of chief dep- 
uty. Mr. Hert will be one of the 
regular staff and it will not be ne- 
cessary to retain him as a special 
deputy in those cases. The county 
will therefore be saved the fee which 
would otherwise be paid to him 
amounting to perhaps $1000. As 
chief deputy his valuab'e training in 
the county service wii! not be lost. 
He is amply qualified in every way 
to fill that place with general sat- 
isfaction. 

“A. S. Maloney has practiced law 
in San Bernardino since 1911. He 
is a graduate of the University of 
Minnesota Law School, in which 
state he formerly practiced law and 
was a county attorney for two terms. 
For a time he was also a law part- 
ner of Former LieutenantGovernor 
Burdick of North Dakota at Willis- 
ton, N. D. 

“At the present time he is a mem- 
ber of the Public Library Board of 
the City of San Bernardino and also 
a member of the Welfare Commis- 
sion of San Bernardino County. Both 
are honorary positions. He has had 
18 years’ experience in civil and 
criminal work and is one of the most 
eloquent of the members of the San 
Bernardino County bar. 

“During the past year he has been 
indisposed with a serious illness, 
but is now about recovered and will 
be ready to take up his duties in 
the district attorney’s office with the 
new administration. As a member 
of the official staff he will be con- 
sidered a strong addition.

Greater efforts are being made 
by the United States Weather 
Bureau than ever before to render 
service to the citrus growers of 
Southern California. As a result 
seven men from the weather 
bureau under the supervision of 
Floyd D. Young, meterologist, are 
engaged in various districts of 
Southern California in making in- 
vestigations which are to extend 
over a period of five years and 
which when completed will offer 
expert knowledge for the benefit 
of all fruit growers. Last win- 
ter cold weather which caught 
many growers unprepared to 
fight it, caused great damage 
and has spurred on the efforts 
of the Weather Bureau to be of 
greater assistance than ever be- 
fore this year. 

Chas, I. Dague, meterologist, 
has been assigned to this work in 
the San Gabriel Valley district, 
with headquarters at Azusa. Mr, 
Dague is establishing thirty tem- 
perature stations over’ this region 
from Pasadena east to San Dimas 
and from Sierra Madre south to 
North Whittier Heights near 
Puente, to make as complete a 
minimum temperature survey as 
possible during the frost season, 

Each station is being equipped 
with a standard Weather Bureau 
minimum thermometer with the 
equipment at a number of the 
stations also ineluding a ther- 
mograph. These stations, says 
Mr, Dague, will be visited daily 
and a complete reeord of mini- 
mum temperature conditions 
throughout the valley kept for 
correlation as an aid in predieting 
minimtun temperatures over the 
district during eritical nights 
early the previous evening from 
the key station at Azusa by’ the 
aid of a hygrometrie formula,

Lola B. Lawrence, 16 years old, 
Kingsley Avenue, Pomona, is dead, 
and Mrs, Edith Croxen of La Verne 
is believed to be fatally injured as 
a result of a collision between the 
automobile in which they were rid- 
ing and the Citrus Belt Limited 
train of the Pacific Electric at Garey 
Avenue crossing, North Pomona, at 
5:50 o'clock last night.

Driver Telle Story 

Ward, 20 years old, the driver and 
only rational member of the party 
following the collision, described the 
tragedy to members of the Pomona 
police as hundreds of occupants on 
the train gathered around. 

“Mr, and Mrs. Croxen and their 
baby had been the Thanksgiving 
dinner guests at the home of q, P. 
Lawrence’ in Pomona,” said Ward. 
“I was taking them home, the two 
Lawrence girls and my stop-sister, 
Leola Davis, going along for the 
ride. 

Notices Signal 

“We were going north on Garey 
Avenue in North Pomona and upon 
nearing the Pacific Electric crogas- 
ing I noticed the wig-wag signal 
was sounding.

In 
this latter event, there is small reason to doubt 
that Mrs. Huck would vote for the possible 
hazards of resistance in preference to the cer- 
tain hazards of an attempt to keep the peace.

Beware of Fake Stocks 


ILLIONS of dollars are wasted annually 
M by persons not able to spare their hard- 
earned surplus, says a New York letter, 

. because they are on the stock-selling 
faker’s ‘‘sucker list.’’ 

It is a sensible idea to stop, look and listen 
when thinking of bidding farewell to an honest 
American dollars, which represents wonderful 
possibilities, as George Ade has aptly said, ‘‘if 
wisely juggled.’’ This does not mean that 
we must hide our money in old tin cans, but 
we must be cautious. 

Here there are opportunities worth while, 
and in California certainly exist some marvel- 
ous prospects. In our own state the legislature 
gave us a blue sky law, but of course it was 
powerless to give us brains. 

As Charles A. Dana once remarked, there is 
nothing in any law of federal or state govern- 
ments to prevent any American citizen from 
becoming as ass every day of his life and dying 
an asinine octogenarian, but it is a shame 
that so many men and women hold their 
money so lightly that obtaining it from them 
is like the proverbial taking candy from a 
babe. 

When about to make an investment wherein 
you feel sure that ‘‘there’s millions in it,’? why 
not see some successful business man for his 
advice? If it is a stock proposition, ask him 
how much stock he owns in the concern, or 
whether he wants any of your prospective 
bonanza. Even conservative business men in- 
vest in stocks, but the stuff we have all filed 
in our ‘‘fool drawer’’ now and then does not 
usually cumber a _ well-balanced merchant’s 
desk. 

Bonds are different. The bond, if well is- 
sued and otherwise sound, is wholly unlike 
stock. The schools are just now carefully 
studying these questions and pointing out some 
of thé quagmires into which the unwary may 
fall. 

An old banker said that there are so many 
spendthrifts and so few earners among the 
rising generation that instruction regarding 
the dangerous issues was somewhat super- 
fluous, as most of the rising generation have 
only what their parents give them—but he 
surely was a pessimist. 

But prosperity is due largely to the fact 
that we are a bold people; more or less will- 
ing to take a chance. Before investing in 
stocks it is well to consider the plan, the men 
handling it, and every element of the venture, 
ineluding our own finances and obligations. 

If hoyest men of good business judgment 
aer handling a proposition and will give us a 
square deal, then we are justifiable in taking 
a reasonable chance with a promising venture. 
Men whe took such chances in the early days 
made the West what it is—Covina Argus. © 





Status of Japanese Immigrants 


United States ‘Supreme Court decision 

in the Japanese citizenship cases which 

have appeared in the newspapers can 

hardly fail to gain the realization that 
the question is far less complex than has been 
generally supposed. Many perplexing prob- 
lems, when a solution is reasonably and con- 
siderately sought, become less and less con- 
fusing. Too often the failure to face a prob- 
lem enhances its importance and increases the 
apprehension of possible untoward conse- 
quences to follow its right settlement. Per- 
haps no other single domestic problem, com- 
plicated somewhat by international considera- 
tions, has so greatly absorbed the attention of 
the people in the Pacific west and northwest 
in the United States for many years. Opposed 
to what many have seemed to regard as the 
aggressiveness of the Japanese to establish 
their claim to the right to become naturalized 
citizens of the country, has been a fairly un- 
animous white sentiment in California and 
neighboring states. 

The eourt decision recently rendered, written 
by Mr. Justice Sutherland, himself a western- 
er, obviously disposes finally of the contro- 
versy. It is made to appear that Japanese 
aliens are absolutely without legal right so far 
as United States citizenship is concerned, and 
this by an unavoidable interpretation of the 
law as it has existed for many years. The 
court makes it clear that the desired citizen- 
ship is withheld in the two cases under review, 
not because of any objection to the character 
or standing of the applicants, but because the 
law makes no provision whatever for their 
naturalization. As cited in the opinion, this 
laws seems direct and unambiguous. In 
elucidating this point the court says: 


In all of the naturalization acts 
from 1790 to 1906, the privilege of 
naturalization was confined to white 
persons (with the addition in 1879 of 
of those of African nativity and de- 
cent), although the exact wording of 
the various statutes was not always 
the same. If Congress in 1906 desired 
to alter a rule so well and so long 
established, it may be assumed that its 
purpose would have been definitely 
disclosed and its legislation to that 
end put in unmistakable terms. 

It was not contended, of equrse, that the 
Japanese can be classed as of the white or 
Caucasian races. But it was insisted by the 
attorneys representing at least one of the 
Japanese litigants that in construing the clause 
‘‘free white persons,’’ the meaning which pre- 
sumably was in the minds of the framers of 
the law of 1790 should be given to it. It was 
argued that the intent was to exclude members 
of the Negro or African race, and the American 
Indians who then inhabited the country. But 
the court points out that while it may be true 
that only these two races were thought of as 
being exeluded, to say that they were the only 
ones included in the intent of the statute 
would be to*ignore its affirmative provisions. 
It is pointed ‘out that the provision is not that 
Negroes and Indians were to be excluded, but 
that only free white persons should be in- 
eluded, and that the intent was to confer 
citizenship only upon those whom the founders 
knew as white. The conclusion reached is so 
clearly logical in every sense that it might be 
wondered just why there could have ever been 
any doubt regarding it. 

It cannot be denied that the strict inter- 
pretation of the rule will work hardships and 
cause countless individual disappointments. 
Rut those who will suffer most are surely 
those who have voluntarily assumed the risk. 
Constructive notice has been served by the 
people of the western states that no Oriental 
would be permitted to gain the privileges of 
citizenship except against their sincere protest. 
Their purpose has been to check what they 
regard as a threatened peaceful invasion. It 
is no doubt gratifying to them that the issues 
appears thus to have been successfully met 
in the courts, just as it is gratifying to the 
people of the United States as a whole, per- 
haps with less concern as to the end achieved, 
that a final determination has been reached.— 
Christian Science Monitor.

An Island For Sale 


T is not often that an island is on the 
public market. Such, however, is the 
case with Kojima, which belongs to the 
Hachijo group between Vries Island and 

the Bonins, in the North Pacific. This island 
has a circumference of a little more than 
seven miles and contains two villages, whose 
inhabitants are mostly farmers and fishermen. 
It appears that the resources of the island are 
so limited that the inhabitants found them- 
selves too poor to meet the taxes which are 
roubling the village assembly. As a possible 
solution to their difficulties the assembly de- 
cided to sell the island at the price of 120,000 
yen, together with 3600 yen for the fishing 
rights. A neighboring island is also reported 
to be considering a similar proposal. Here 
would seem to be a great opportunity for 
anyone of starting a collection of islands.

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That he does not contemplate the 
appointment of the full number of 
deputies provided for in a new ,sal- 
ary ordinance for the- district at- 
torney’s office adopted by the Board 
of Supervisors yesterday, was an- 
nounced last night by George , H. 
Johnson, district’ attorney-elect. 

Mr. Johnson requested the adop- 
tion of the ordinance asa precau- 
tionary move to serve in the event 
of later necessity for more than 
three deputies as now provided by 
law. It is Mr. Johnson’s bélief that 
additional deputies should be pro- 
vided by ordinance, adopted before 
he takes office, rather than by an 
emergency order. : 

Provides Four Deputies 

The new ordinance provides for 
four deputies, instead 
now allowed, and a special investi- 
gator who would serve in place of 
a detective now paid out of the dis- 
trict attorney’s secret fund. 

The salaries of the deputies re- 
main the same: $2,400 for the chief 
deputy, $2,400 for chief trial dep- 
uty, $2,100 for a third deputy. The 
fourth deputy, provided for in the 
new ordinance, would draw $2,100 
when employed. The special in- 
vestigator would draw ‘$1,800 a year. 

“J do not intend to appoint the 
fourth deputy or.the special prose- 
cutor when I begin my term,” said 
Mr. Johnston. “If during my term 
there should be.a necessity for their 
appointment, they would then be 
appointed. I expect to reduce the 
expenses of the district attorney's 
poftice, not increase them.”

J. B. Coulston, Vice-President of 
the Foothill Frostless Fruit Asso- 
ciation of Alta Loma, protested vig- 
orously at the removal of about 
half a mile of.young trees, plant- 
ed for windbreak. W. H. Rupp, dis- 
trict . road commissioner, who re- 
moved the trees, declared the re- 
moval was necessary for the reason 
their roots would have ruined a 
storm drain, clogged it up and di- 
verted the water into the road.

| During the season 44,479 boxes or 
{114 carloads of oranges were shipped, 
there being 45 cars of Washington 
Navels, 63 cars of, Valencias and 6 
cars of other varieties. First-grade 
Navels brought as high as $6.40 per 
hundred and the average per hundred 
on all Navelg shipped was $4.95. 
First-grade Valencias brought $6.34 
per hundred, the average price for 
all shipped being $4.48. Other var- 
ieties shipped included Sweets, 
Bloods, St. Michaels and Tangerines, 
ithe last named bringing the best 
price and averaging $4.24 per hun- 
dred.

COMMISSION ASKS. 
FOR 400 CARS A DAY 


of representatives of shippers, 
traffic &associations, chambers of 
commerce and: of the railroads 
called by the State Railroad Com- 
mission Saturday, to consider the 
serious shortage of box car equip- 
ment, an urgent telegram ‘was 
sent by the State Commission to 
the Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion requesting the issuance of 
an emergency order whereby rail- 
roads serving California shall re- 
ceive at least four hundred empty 
box ears daily for a period of 
30 days. This telegram was sup- 
plemented by wires from C. F, 
Hoover, representing the Bureau 
of Service of the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission, by George H. 
Hecke, of the State Department 
of Agriculture, by representatives 
of the railroads to the Car Service 
Division of the American Railway 
Association and by a representa- 
tive of the San Francisco Cham- 
ber of Commerce to Seth Mann, 
now in Washington. All these 
telegrams urged immediate action 
to relieve what was described as 
a very critical situation confront- 
ing California producers and ship- 
pers. 

The conference, which was held 
in the courtroom of the Commis- 
sion, was attended by a hundred 
representatives of various ship- 
ping interests and of the rail- 
roads, and was presided over by 
president Harley W. Brundige of 
the Commissiop and sitting with 
him were Commissioners Irving 
Martin, Chester II. Howell, H. 
Stanley Benedict together with 
George TT. Hecke of the State 
Department of Agriculture and 
C. F. Hoover representing the 
Service Bureau of the Interstate 
Commerce Commission. The con- 
ference was called as a result of 
complaints received from the in- 
terested shippers who declared 
that the westbound movement of 
empty box cars was being con- 
centrated in Pacifie Northwest 
territory and that as a result the 
industrial life of his state was 
being seriously crippled.

Commission was predicted yesterday by 
sportsmen who have observed the success 
of the ideas of the officials of the 


Arrowhead Lake Company. 

An additional 200,000 fish were purchased 
yesterday from the Ranbow ranch in Mill 
Creek. A rearing pond is to be con- 
structed and the fish reared to six inches 
in iength before they are placed in the 
lake. Two hundred thousand trout two 
and a half inches in length have been 
placed in a stream leading into the lake 
and this stream will serve as the rearing 
pond until the new facilities are. com- 
pleted. 

Total of 500,000 trout, not including the 
200,000 ordered yesterday, have been plant- 
ed this year. 

FISH BITE FREELY 

When the season closed sportsmen were 
catching fish ejght and nine inches in 
length out of the lake. They were biting 
freely. These are the trout that had 
been planted early in the season. 

Officials declare that the rearing process, 
which has been so far confined to a 
stream and not under conditions as ideal 
as will prevail at a special rearing pond, 
has proven a success. They expect by 
the opening of next season the greatest 
fishing in the state at Lake Arrowhead. 

The fish and game commission has 
persistently insisted that rearing could not 
be a success, setting forth that the trout 
would become’ domesticated and therefore 
be the prey of the larger trout. Many 
sportsmen who have ‘watched conditions 
at Big Bear Valley have insisted that if 
the trout were allowed to grow larger 
before they were placed in the lake, far 
less number would: perish. 

The difference. in the methods of the 
Arrowhead Lake Company and the state 
fish and game commission is attracting 
wide attention among sportsmen and per- 
sons interested in the further development 
of the mountains point out that although 
2,000,000 trout have been annually planted 
in the San Bernardino Mountains, the 
sport has been dwindling. It is conceded 
that the increasing number of sportsmen 
visiting the trout streams has resulted in 
greater demand, but those criticizing the 
present system charge that the vastly in- 
creased planting has not been able to 
keep pace with the demand and _ that 
the system is wrong.

MOUNTAIN DAY AT 


PAGIFIG COLONY 
LOCATION FAILURE 


As an example of the way. the pow- 


ers that be in state affairs have been 
spending the dear taxpayers’ money, 





the Pacific Colony, located near Po- 
mona, is perhaps a glowing example. 

The Pacific Colony for Morons is 
located between Pomona and Walnut 


in the foothills to the north of and 


lower boulevard. The total number 
being taken care of there are forty. 

The state paid for the 1000 acres 
$175,000, and $609,000 has been ap- 
propriated by the legislatures of the 
1917, 1919 and 1920 legislatures for 
the development of an adequate 
plant. 

The commission supposed to con- 
duct the Pacific Colony spent many 
months and many dollars before fin- 
ally deciding to locate the colony at 
Pomona, and after the land was pur- 
chased it was: found that they hadn't 
any water. Several thousands were 
spent in trying to develop water, 
which a lot of men who had tried 
to develop water there knew wasn't 
to be had. A state investigator now 
advises abandoning the idea because 
it would cost an immense amount of 
money to provide the Colony with 
water. 

The first purchase was 800 acres in 
the foothills, then 200 more were 
purchased along the lower boule- 
vard. In the middle of the land is 
a tract owned by a private party. 
It was at first planned to carry the 
water from the 200-acre piece to the 
800 acres in the rolling hills, but 
the idea was abandoned. 

Investigator Twogood issues his re- 
port as follows: 

“At the close of the biennium end- 
ing June 30, 1922, the Pacific Colony 
had a total population of forty-one 
patients, most of whom were receiv- 
ed on transfer from the Sonoma 
State Home or the Whiftier State 
School. 

Property Described 

“The property consists of two 
separate tracts of land, one of 800 
acres and the other of 200 acres. 
On the former are located the pres- 
ent buildings which are filled to ca- 
pacity, but further development of 
this institution cannot be made on 
the 800-acre tract because of inade 
quate water supply, there being only 
about twenty miners inches available 
and no possibility of further water 
development on this tract. i 

“Another good reason for fot lo- 
cating the institution on the 800- 
acre tract is that this site is three 
miles from the ngarest railroad and 
one and one-half miles from the 
nearest highway makes it practically 
inaccessible, and works a hardship 
on the friends ‘and relatives of the 
inmates of this institution, who- seek 
the opportunity to visit the patients 
confined therein. 

“It would cost approximately $150,- 
000 to purchase from the Pomona 
Water Company and deliver sufficient 
water to maintain an institution of 
150 inmates. In addition, it would 
cost approximately, $70,000 to build 
a spur track from the railroad to 
deliver supplies to the institution. 

One Tragt pApproved 

“The 200-acre tract is ideally locat- 
ed for an institution, has ample 
water, is located adjoining the Valley 
Boulevard, and is very near to two 
main line railroads. It will be im- 
possible, however, to build the insti- 
tution upon this tract, because near 
the center of the tract are forty-one 
acres which are owned by an out- 
side party. 

“1 would respectfully recommend 
that this forty-one-acre tract be con- 
demned and purchased and that fu- 
ture developments of the colony be 
established on this tract. 

“In view of this anomalous situa- 
tion we have not felt justified in 
spending: any of the moneys which 
were appropriated by the 1921 leg- 
islature for the construction of build- 
ings and equipment of this institu- 
tion, I would also recommend that 
the present inmates of Pacific Colony 
be transferred to the Sonoma Btate 
Home, where they can be amply pro- 
vided for at much less expense until 
such time as the development of the 
Pacific Colony may go forward with- 
out further interruption.”

CAMBRIDGE LIBRARY oe RARE 400-YEAR-OLD 


It has fallen to the luck of the Cambridge, Mass., Municipal 
Library to acquire the Cambridge Ubelius Bible, published in 1527, the 
first Protestant version of the Latin Vulgate of the early Sixteenth 
Century. The rare old book is valued at $100,000, and was given by 
an unknown donor. This volume, already crumbling with old age, is 
said to be one of the four extant in the world, and came off the hand 
press of Peter Quentels in Cologne.. The other copies are in the 
British Museum, London; the Royal Library, Stuttgart, and the 
National Library, Paris.

SHIP THAT NEVER CAME BACK 
"THe sea has its full quota of mys- 
teries—ranging all the way from 
the depredations of Captain Kidd, 
through the strange affair of the 
Marie Celeste, and up to the disap- 
pearance of the collier Cyclops during 
the World war—but none of these 
contain elements any more remark- 
able than the vanishing of the Pres- 
ident, one of the first of the steam 
leviathans to cross the ocean. 

Eighty years ago, Englishmen and 
Americans alike, were rejoicing in the 
fact that steamers had succeeded in 
regularly crossing the Atlantic, that 
& voyage could be made in as short 
a time as two weeks, and that the first 
of the Cunarders, the side wheeler 
Britannia, had come safely into the 
harbor at Boston after the quickest 
Passage on record. Steam, it was 
freely predicted, had conquered the 
sea, and men who had gone to Lon- 
don, spent nearly a week in England 
and returned within 30 days, were 
regurded as wonderful examples of 
the new-found marvels of trans- 
Atlantic travel. 

One of the vessels which had been 
launched only a shart time before, 
and which the English-speaking world 
hailed a. the latest word in luxurious 
oceanic comfort, was the President. 
Two hundred and sixty-eight feet in 
length, 64 feet wide, and with a dis- 
placement of 2,860 tons, this liner 
was not as large as many of the ships 
which ply the inland waterways to 
day—but she was the marvel of the 
hour in 1840, and when she salied 
from New York on her ill-fated voy- 
age in March, 1841, every craft in the 
harbor paid tribute to her size and 
her superior ability. 

In April, however, reports began to 
filter In from Liverpool that the Pres.’ 
ident was overdue, and throughout 
the spring and far into the summer 
there was an agony of suspense in 
England as well as in the Untred 
States—particularly as the passenger 
list of the missing ship contained the 
names of many prominent in public 
life, including Tyrone Power, hailed 
as the prince of American comedians, 
and George Glugston Cookman, whose 
eloquence was claimed to be superior 
to that of Henry Clay or Daniel Web- 
ster. The latter carried with him the 
first dispatch which Webster, as sec- 
retary of state, ‘had written to Eng- 
land, and the superstitious of both 
sides of the Atlantic claimed to see 
a strange omen in the coincidence that 
the first President of the United 
States to die in the White House— 
William Henry Harrison—had passed 
away at the time when the ship 
which bore the name of his office be- 
gan to be missed. 

The fate of Power and Cookman, 
as well as that of the duke of Devon- 
shire, and a hundred other passen- 
gers, has never been settled. The only 
ray of light that was shed upon the 


. Mystery was that a Portuguese brig 


had reported sighting a large steamer 
moving slowly under sail, but, as the 
steamer did not hail the brig nor dis- 
play any signal to indicate that she 
was in distress, no assistance was of- 
fered. As a memorial, a stone bear- 
ing the name of Capt. Richard Rob- 
erts, commanding the President, ap- 
pears in a little churchyard near 
Queenstown, commemorating “the first 
officer under whose command a steam 
vessel ever crossed the Atlantic 
ocean.” So far as Great Britain is 
concerned, this honor belongs prop- 
erly to Captain Roberts, but ahead of 
him by 19 years, was an American, 
Capt. Moses Rogers of the Savannah. 

Whether the President foundered in 
some violent gale—a theory which 
hardly appears to be tenable, as no 
other vessel reported trouble at this 
time—was crushed and sunk by an 
iceberg in the same manner that the 
Titanic came to her fate some seventy 
years later, or was utterly destroyed 
by fire—no man to this day has been 
able to tell; for not even a splinter 
or wreckage, or a lifeboat was ever 


found. ¥

Maintained Monopoly by Murder. 

The glass-makers of Venice used 
to guard their secrets by murdering 
all renegades who tried to escape to 
other countries with their trade-skill 
and thereby threaten the monopoly of 
Venice. Emissaries used to be sent 
by the state to assassinate workmen 
who took the glass-craft abroad. Two 
men from Murano, the little island at 
Venice, where glass makers still live, 
were induced by the Emperor Leo- 
pold of Belgium to migrate to his do- 
minions, but they were killed by or- 
der of the Council of Ten. 

Any artisan caught attempting to 
go to foreign purts was sent to the 
galleys. A state policy of prevent- 
ing unemployment was given as ex- 
euse for the murderous policies by 
the Venetian government. It was 
claimed that workmen had _ been 
thrown out of work for two and a half 
months by spread of glass factories 
in Spain. j

mento Dec. 12th, 13th and 14th, will 
be the biggest and most attractive 
ever held in California. The main 
subject for discussicn will be the 
acute car shortage situation and ways 
and means for remedying the condi- 
tions which have prevailed during 
the past year.”’ 

J. B. Campbell, Commissioner from 
the Interstate Commerce Commission, 
will be present to confer with Cali- 
fornia growers and shippers, and in 
addition delegates appointed by the 
governors of t#e western states will 
also be in attendance, for the pur- 
pose of effecting a joint organiza- 
tion with California growers and 
shippers in order to treat with the 
Interstate Commerce Commission on 
transportation policies affecting the 
joint interests of the Pacific Coast. 

In response to-.a telegram from 
Louis F. Hart of the State of Wash- 
ington, Governor Stephens will issue 
an invitation to the governors of the 
other Pacific Coast states to partici- 
pate in the Farmers’ and Fruit Grow- 
ers’ Convention. 

Mr. Charles E. Virden, President of 
the American Fruit and Vegetable 
Shippers’ Association, will give one 
of the important addresses the morn- y 
ing of the opening session and will a 
discuss in detail the transportation 
situation of the past year. Mr. Vir- 
den has been appointed chairman of 
the Califomnia Transportation Com- 
mittee and this committee will be 
prepared to render an official report 
to those in attendance at the Fruit 
Growers’ Convention. 

Mr. William Sproule, President of 
the Southern Pacific Railroad, and 
Mr. J. R. Hayden, of the Santa Fe, 
will discuss the transportation situa- 
tion from the railroad viewpoint. In 
addition, Mr. C. H. Secrist, General 
Manager of the Pacific Fruit Ex- 
press; Mr. Jack Giddings, Assistant 
General Manager; Mr. Sam Fulton, of 
the S. F. R. D., and Mr. Jack Mc- 
Clymonds, of the Western Pacific, 
will talk on the refrigerator car sup- 
ply.
